School tax 


[he Upland School District 
Board of Trustees last week 
adopted a resolution calling for 
an election Feb, 23 to approve a 
95-cent tax increase in the dis- 
trict’s tax rate, 

Currently the tax rate is $1,90 
per $100 of assessed valuation, 
[he proposed hike would mean 
$2.85 per $100 for two years, 
from July 1, 1971 to June 30, 
1973, 

The district’s tax rate has re- 
mained relatively the same for 
the past 13 years, according to 
John H, Rodriguez, superinten- 
dent, A maximum of $1.85 was 
set in 1957 he said, In 1968 atwo 
per cent increase, about five 
cents per $100 of assessed valu- 
ation, was approved by state 
legislative action to raise the 
district to ite current $1.90 rate, 

Kodriguez said the main rea- 
son for the tax increase plan is 
to eliminate deficit spending and 
establish some budget reserves, 

some other objectives include 
restoration of programs or allo- 
cations eliminated or curtailed 
after the fallure of the tax elec- 
tion last July 21, 

At that time the district tried, 
unsuccessfully, to gain approval 
of a 75-cent tax increase, The 
increase was defeated by 53 votes
